Lot of Measures Which the Governor 
Will Refase to Sign. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SACRAMENTO, March 20.—It i8 ufje 
derstood authoritatively that the Gove 
ernor will refuse to sign all bills sent 
to him after the Legislature adjourned 
at 11:45 o’clock Sunday morning. There 
are about two score of these, includ- 
ing some important ones and a few 
newspaper advertic'1g bills. The most 
important bill in ti, lot is the one 
appropriating $250,000 for the exposi- 

tion of 1901 in San Francisco. 

During the closing hours of the Lege. 
islature a large number of bills were 
finally passed and sent to enrollment. 
This was particularly true of the As- 
sembly. When these bills were passed 
and sent to the Enrollment Committee 
the hour was ¢so0 late that.there was 
not time to have the report of the 
committee printed to the Journal and 
adopted. The Governor is quoted ag 
saying that he will not sign these bills 
on the ground that it would be against 
public policy for him to do so, because 
the enrollment of the bills had not been 
approved.

Which for years has been regarded as 
upon the boundary line. ‘Thousands 
of miners have passed up and down 
the river: -merchants have done {m- 
mense business, and this was always 
recognized as the boundary line. 

“An American citizen is operating a 
quartz ledge six miles below the trec- 
ognized boundary. The Canadian offi- 
cials have gone down six miles below 
him, thus making a gap of twelve 
“miles. They compel him to pay duties 
on his supplies which he carried in to 
operate this ledge. Last year ineFebru- 
ary an order went out to the vcus- 
toms officials of the mounted police to 
remove from_ the recognized stations 
en the boundary lines*to the summit 
of the passes. Our people had no noti- 
fication of such intention, but they 
made the move, and some of our riti- 
zenS were at that time in favor of go- 
ing up and compelling them. to move 
back by force, bUt When T was sounded 
upon it, of course I peremptorily for- 
bade any such action. I took the \Q&ip 
to the summit of Chilcoot Pass nnd 
found the British flag flying there and 
and Canadian officials collecting duties 
from alk, who had their goods piled 
up there on the snow. 

“I asked the officer in charge by 
what authority he had moved from the 
lake to the summit and he replied by 
the command of his euperior officers. 

“Now, our customs officials at 
Skaguay have not recognized these 
lines so far as sending convoys over 
With British goods. The convoys. got 
eempensation” from the persons they 
convoy so far as Log Cabin. the point 
from which the British moved to the 
summit of the White Pass. 

“Recently the news hase reached us 
that two convoys were imprisoned for 
undertaking to continue to convoy as 
far as Log Cabjn for two days. Late 
last autumn, gold diggings were discov- 
ered on-a-ereek-eaHed Poreupine Creek, 
Which is tributary of the Chilcat River, 
Which is upon the third trail, viz.: the 
Dalton or Chilkat trail. These dis- 
coveries are proving to be very rich, 
and they are very close to the thirty- 
mile limit, whieh we atso always have 
regarded as the boundary line. The 
claims have been worked during the 
winter and people are satisfied of their 
richness, and many men have gone in 
with stocks of goods @nd propose to 
start in business with the prospect of 
a lively mining business. This immi- 
gration has been extensive from the 
fact that a few weeks ago the Par- 
liament of British Columbia passed an 
alien act which will throw part of the 
intended immigration into the Atlin 
country into the Porcupine district in- 
stead.

Allegations Reflecting Upon 
Division Refuated.

Statement which Gen. Wheeler has 
been felt called upon to make in order, 
as he says, to refute certain allega- 
tions which reflect upon the cavalry 
division which he had the honor to 
command. The statement is exceed- 
ingly voluminous, making really an- 
other history of the campaign before 
Santiago, and it is accompanied by an 
appendix made up of letters from offi- 
cers who were connected with Gen. . 
Wheeler in his operations, to support 
the allegations he makes. | 
Gen. Wheeler begins with the dec- 
laration that some statements were 
made before the War Investigation 
Commission regarding the battle of La 
Guasimas, which do great injustice to 
that part of the army which fought in 
that battle. Stephan Bonsall states 
that Gen. Wheeler was guilty of dis- 
obedience of orders. Gen. Wheeler 
Says that to remain silent and neglect 
to refute the untruthful charges made 
by Bonsall would be disloyal to the 
Soldiers and country. 
_He quotes various orders to show 
Shafter’s anxiety to get Wheeler rap- 
idly forward in order to reach Lawton, 
whom he found on the road just be- 
fore reaching Siboney, 
Wheeler tells of the reconnoissance 
he made personally, and of a consul- 
tation that night with Gen. Lawton and 
Col. Wood.

The victory was due. en- 
tirely to the chivalric courage of the 
brave American soldiers who fought 
the. battle. -The statement that they 
were aided in any way, shape or form 
by any other troops is also untrue. 
The nearest American troops were 
about four miles off when — the fight 


won and the enemy had been in pre- 
cipitate retreat fully two hours before 
they reached the field. 

Taking up the charge that Wheeler 
had been relieved of command on the 
night of the 30th, and had no command 
during the battle on the following day, 
Gen. Wheeler says all these statements 
fase.

UNDER HARD CON DITIONS. 


“American Flying Brigade” Oper- 
ates in the Philippines. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

HONGKONG, March. 20.—[By Asiatic 
Cable.] <A correspondent of the As- 
sociated’ Press at Manila says: 

“An army has seldom operated under 
harder conditions than have been en- 
countered by the ‘American flying bri- 
gade."”’ The country the American 
troops have traversed is intersected 
with lagoons, narrow and unfordable 
rivers and bamboos so ¢hick that the 
enemy cannot be seen a hundred feet 
distant. During the charges the Ameri- 
cans Were ignorant as to whether they 
were attacking a hundred or a thous- 
and rebels, which amazes the foreign 
observers. 

“The Filipinos were unexpectedly 
fierce at Cainta. Had it not been for 
the fact that the American line was 
thin, the enfilading fire would have 
slaughtered many of our men. 

“One of the prisoners captured by 
the Americans says the Filipino leaders 
boast that they can continue such a 
war for years, depending on the Ameri- 
can forces being weakened daily by 
twenty men killed, wounded or inva- 
lided. 

“Some of the high officials here think 
that 10,000 reinforcements are needed, 
as the troops now on this island are 
hardly more than required to maintain 
a line around Manila and police the 
city.

TROOPS FROM FORT McINTOSH

LAREDO (Tex.,) March 20.—'ihe 
crisis in the disturbance here over the 
carrying out-of the State health ovffi- 
cers’ regulations in suppressing ihe 
smallpox epidemic seems to be reached. 
When the work of removing che pa- 
tients was resumed this” morning, the 
scenes of yesterday were repeated, and 
Capt. Rogers of the State Rangers xund 
four assistants attempted to disperse 
the crowd, but were fired upon and 
Capt. Rogers réceived a bullet in the 
left shoulder. 

The Rangers returned the fire, {ill- 
ing Agipato Herrera,-an ex-policeman, 
who was leading the rioters, and an- 
other Mexican, and wounding 12 woman, 
a sister of Herrera, who had fired at 
the officers from the window of'a nouse 
near by. Several other Mexicans were 
wounded, but the number cannot be 
ascertained as they escaped in the 
crowd. Dozens of people report seeing 
wounded men, but how many saw the 
same ones is not nown. 

The shooting was followed by ” num- 
ber of scattered shots in different parts 
of that quarter of the city, populated 
largely by Mexicans, and they were 
construed as prearranged signals by 
the rioters for reinforcements. Dr. 
Blunt, according to arrangements made 
had notified Capt. Ayers, in command 
at Fort McIntosh, that the United 
States troops were néeded, and at 11:45 
o'clock a.m. a detachment of the 
Tenth Cavalry, mounted. and ‘fully 
armed, with 100 rounds of vmmunition 
each, arrived at the market piace. 

City Marshal Joseph Bartholomew 
was sworn in as an officer and under 
his direction the crowd was quickly 
dispersed. The leader of the first rrowd 
encountered by the military -undertook 
to talk instead of obeying orders, and 
was promptly knocked down with the 
butt of a carbine, and so badly hurt 
that he died within a short time after 
being carried away. His followers took 
the hint and rapidly fled. 

A Gatling gun and an ambulance 
corps accompanied the cavalry, and 
affairs took on a decidedly martial 2p- 
pearance. All places of business wer 
closed and the Gatling gun placed in 
position to rake street,- would 
quickly clear that thoroughfare trom 
end to end. Platoons of troopers cir- 
culated through the disturbed district 
and scattered or drove out the crowds 
gathered on the cross streets, most of 
them taking refuge under the fiver 
bank, but offering no resistance. 

“The work progressed during the rest 
of the afternoon witout further tn- 
terruption and will continue.under the 
cavalry guard until completed. The 
chances of serious trouble seem about 
over, though there may be isolated 
eases of resistance to the health of- 
ficers. 

Capt. Rogers was shot from behind, 
the ball lodging in or near the shoulder 
joint. The bullet has not yet been lo- 
cated. and Dr. Blunt says the wound 
may be a serious one.

BODY OF LORD HERSCHEL. 


Disembarked at Portsmouth, Eng- 
land, With Dae Ceremony.

PORTSMOUTH (Eng.,) March 20.—

cruiser Talbot, from New York, March

HAVANA POLICE UPHELD. 


REGAINING THEIR PRESTIGE BY 
SPLENDID BRAVERY. 


Three Were Killed During Trouble 
Sunday Night and Twenty-five 
Persons Wounded on Both Sides, 
Signs of More Fighting Very Ap- 
parent.

‘* HAVANA, March 20.—[By West In- 
During the trouble be- 
tween the Havana police and the popu- 
lace last night, three policemen were 
killed and about twenty-five persons 
were wounded on both. sides. Public 
opinion supports the police without re- 
serve. 

At 10:45 a.m.—There seems to be con- 
certed action among the Nanigos, the 
secret society of: the lawless classes 
here, to attack the police upon every 
possible occasion. All the trouble of 
the last two nights occurred in the out- 
lying wards, which are inhabited by 
the- worst classes. 

The city of Havana is much excited. 
this morning over the rioting, and the 
bravery and: determination shown by 
the police is much commended, with 


the result that the force is rapidly re- 


gaining the prestige it had lost amon 
the beter element. ‘ 

The Police Station at Cerro 4vas at- 
taeked yesterday afternoon by a num- 
ber of colored men, a band of men 
fyom, the city slaughter-house. The 
pokice repelled the attack and jthe 
raiders left three men badly wounded 
when they retired. Upon this occasion 
no policemen were hurt. 

Chief of Police Menocal gave orders 
to suspend the public balls last night, 
and Gen. Ludlow, in command of the 
city of Havana, sustained the..Chief 
of Police. The police were approach- 
ing the place where the ball of the 
Society of Pilar was in progress, near 
Cerro, for the purpose of dispersing, in 
accordance with orders, when the peo- 
ple fired on them from the house. The { 
fire was returned by the police. The 
result of the fusillade was that two po- 


licemen were seriously injured and 
eighteen of their opponents were 
wounded. 


In different wards three policemen 
were assassinated while on duty. The 
murderers crept up behind them and 
stabbed the officers to death. | 

Three negroes in Galiano street at- 
tacked a policeman with knives. The 
officer defended himself with his re- 
volver, killing one of his assailants and 
wounding another. The third man 


‘escaned. 


A Cuban officer attached to the com- 
mand. of Col. Acea attacked a policeman 
on San Rafael street with a machete. 
The officer shot him through the heart. 

An American negress was killed by 
a stray. bullet. rs 

The police in all cases of conflict with 
the populace have followed their orders 
and have fulfilled their duties. When 
approaching disturbers of the peace, 


“eourteously in many cases, they wete 


attacked before they had finished 
speaking.’ The agitation promises to 
continue. 

Col. John G. Evans, superintendent 
of the Department of Correction, thinks 
the attack on the police on Saturday 
was prearranged to the extent of word 
being sent to the law cafés that the 
police were to be ‘“‘done up” on San 
José sereet, which accounts for the 
large armed crowd there. 

The prisoners captured admit that 
there was a conspiracy to drive the po- 
lice out of the city by a series of out- 
rages. | 

Fifty Cuban soldiers from Marianao, 
helonging to the command of Gen.

The other two, who were slashed with 
machetes, avere rescued by a detach- 
ment of the Second Illinois Regiment.

Murdered Her Stepdaughter and 
Attempted to Kill Her Husband, 
Over a Year Ago—Her 
Last Hours.

NEW YORK, March 20.—Mrs. Mar- 


-tha Place was executed at Sing Sing 


prison today. She was the first Woman 
to die in the electric chair in the State 


of New York, and she went+to -her 


death quietly. Her death was instan- 
taneous. But two shocks were given. 
State Electrician Davis threw down 


-the lever at exactly 11:01 a.m. The 


voltage of the current was 1760, and it 
was continued for four seconds. It 
was then gradually diminished to 200 
voltage, which was continued for fifty- 
six seconds. Dr. Irvine, the physician 
of the prison, examined the woman 
and then ordered a second shock. That 
was the same as the first In power, 


continued for the same tength-of> 


time. The second shock has always 
been administered at Sing Sing. . 
Mrs. Place murdered her step-daugh- 
ter, Ida M. Place, a mere girl, on Feb- 
ruary 7 1898. She first threw acid 
in the girl’s eyes, and then smothered 
her. This was early in the morning in 
their home in Brooklyn. She waited 


x the entire day for her husband to re- 


turn, and then attacked him with an 
ax, fracturing ‘his skull and otherwise 


seriously injuring him. Place, however, 
recovered. 


Mrs. Place was convicted and sen- 
tenced to death, but she: never for a 


moment believed she would be elec- 


trocuted. She at first claimed she 
could remember nothing of the mur- 
der, and later the plea of insanity was 
submitted in her behalf. It was not 
until Thursday last that Warden Sage 


announced to her that Gov. Roosevelt 


had absolutely refused to -interfere 
with the course of justice, and that she 
must die on Monday. It was a great 
shock to. the woman, but during the 
last four days she bore up wonderfully 
well. She suffered in two ways after 
she learned that’ she must die, from 
sleeplessness and from loss of appetite. 
Again yesterday the warden visited 
her so that there might be no misun- 
derstanding, and told her’ that she 
must be ready at 11 o’clock Monday 
morning.

The procession was headed by Mrs. 
Place, leaning heavily on the warden’s 
arm. Her face was very white, her 
head uplifted and her eyes closed. The 
White band around her throat seemed 
scarcely whiter than her face. 

The warden held her arm closely 
With his. and with his other arm he 
supported her. Behind came_ the 
woman attendants, one a physician 
and the other the day matron. Rev. 
Dr. Cole came next, and after him were 
the two keepers. As they came over 
the threshold Mrs. Place gave no sign 
of fear, nor did she even seem to know 
what was about to happen. She passed 
almost like a blind woman across the 
short space that separated her from 
death. She was gently pressed down 
into the frame, and Dr. Irvine, who 
Was in waiting, stepped in front of 
her. He motioned to the women, @nd 
they came up on either side. It took 
but a moment to strap her in. The 
edge of her skirts were lifted quickly, 
the stocking drawn down over her shoe 
and the electrode fastened by one of 
the women to the right leg. Then the 
skirt was dropped. The head cap was 
clapped on, the straps buckled across 
the face, and the pad dropped over the 
forehead. The two women stood with 
Irvine 
and a male attendant on either side, 
almosi shutting out the view of the 
witnesses, and the signal was given. . 

Quicker, almost, than a° ilash, che 
electrician threw down the jever. The 
body straightened, .the fingers gripped 
tightly the palms and the little prayer 
book she held in her left hand was 
drawn across the wrist. No one ex- 
pected that the shock would be piven 
so quickly, and the body was relaxing 
almost before the witnesses were con- 
scious that the execution had occurred.

what change must nave taken place 
in the woman’s nature to so dull her 
senses that she could go to her death 
so calmly and impassively. It had not 
been expected that she would do so. 
The last woman condemned to die in 


-. this State went to the gallows ‘shriek- 


ing and fighting, but Mrs. Place hardly 
uttered a sound. She merely mur- 


-‘mured a prayer with closed eyes, her 


face turned partly upward, and seem- 
ingly unconscious of things about her. 

This was the twenty-sixth electrocu- 
tion at Sing Sing prison, but none be- 
fore was so successful as that of to- 
day. Not only was there no scene, but 
there was no delay. Within 
minutes. after coming through the iron 
doors the order of the law had been 
carried out. There were twelve wit- 
nesses present, and only those who 
watched every movement’ witnessed 
Mrs. Plaee’s death. Few were able to 
see the raising of the body as the elec- 
trical shock passed through it. It was 
only when the current was partly 
shut off that they could see the body 
relax. It was an easy way to dle. 

On Sunday Mrs. Place had her regu- 
lar attendants, and during the night 
she was visited by her spiritual ad- 
viser, Rev. Dr. David Cole of Yonkers 
and Mrs. Meury, a mission worker of 
Brooklyn, who has taken a great in- 
terest in the woman’s welfare. 

Mrs, Sage, the warden’s wife, also 
spent an hour or so with her, but at 
9:30 o’clock Mrs. Place was alone with 
the night matron, Mrs. Cou!trick, with 
the keepers in an outer room. The 
condemned woman was very restless. 
Outside a severe gale was blowing, 
which rattled the windows in the 
gloomy o#4 hospital building where Mrs. 
Place’s quarters were located. There 
Wwas a driving snowstorm, too, and 
several times the woman went to her 
window to watch the storm. She dld 
not retire until 2:30 o'clock, and after 
that she was up several! times to pray. 
Nevér for a moment did the matron rer 
lax her vigilance. Mrs. Place was fol- 
lowed with watchful eye for the twen- 
td hours that preceded her taking 
off.

The following official statement was 
given out Hy the warden this morning: 

“The matron reports that Mrs. Place 
did not lie down until 2:30 o'clock, and 
then did so without removing her cloth- 
ing.

The early part of the night was spent 
in reading her Bible, in being read to 
and in conversation with her attendant. 

“A number of times after reading a 
chapter, she knelt with her attendant 
and prayed.

: Letter Sent to the Attorney-General 


of Ohio Regarding the Alleged 
Attempt to Bribe That Official to 
Drop Cases in the Ohio Courts. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 


NEW YORK, March 20.—Upon the 
arrival of the interested parties in the 
Standard Oil Company hearing at the 
Hoffman House, it was decided to take 
no testimony today. It was agreed to 
have a hearing in the case of the State 
of Ohio against the Buckeye Pipe 
Company, a branch of the Standard Oil 
Company. 

Messrs. Elliott and Kline, counsel for 
the Standard Oil Company, sent a let- 
ter to Atty.-Gen. Monnett of Ohio tor 
day, demanding that he make: public 
the name of the man who offered him 
a bribe to discontinue his fight. This 
is the letter: 

“Hon. F. S. Monnett, Attorney-Gen- 
eral of Ohio: On March 4, George Rice 
announced to the public press that a 
bribe of $500,000, Tess $100,000 commis- 
sion, had been offered you to induce 
you to stop or delay proceedings 
against the Standard Oil Company, 
now pending in the Superior Court of 
Ohio. 

“You are reported to have denied en- 
tirely, at Toledo, the Rice story, but by 
the time you arrived at Columbus, the 
same day, you concluded that the story 
was true, and accordingly in various 
newspapers on the morning of the 5th 

st., you made a statement that the 

tandard Oil Company, through ‘some 
friend of yours,’ had offered you $4,000,- 
000 to influence your action with respect 
to the cases pending against it and 
other companies in the Supreme Court 
of Ohio. Reputable newspapers of the 
State, notably the Cleveland Leader,

A HEINOUS CRIME,

Five Little Ones Found in the Barn. 
ing Home With Their Skall« 
Fractured. 


THROAT OF THE BABY WAS CUT. 


FIREMEN FOUND THEM ALL DEAD, 
BUT NOT BADLY RURNED. 


Mother Was Away from Home—In- 
human Father Was Arrested 
and There is Trik of 
Lynching. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

HUTCHINSON (Kan.,) March 20.— 
An atrocious crime was revealed-here 
today when the Coroner and his as- 
sistants removed the dead 


bodies of 


five little children from the house oecu- | 


pied by Jchn Moore, which burned at 
an early hour. A Coroner's jury in- 
vestigated the case and, in accordance 
with the jury’s recommendation, Moore, 
the father of the dead children, was ar- 
rested on a charge of murder. The 
tragedy has caused much excitement 
here and there is some talk of lynching 
the prisoner. However, a lynching is 
not looked for. 

When the firemen = andi neighbors 
reached the burning house the father 
was the only member of the family of 
seven found outside. His actions were 
queer- and he would not talk. While 
the building was still burning and his 
children within the burning walls, he 
took a horse from his stable and rode 
away. When the firemen entered the 
house after having partly quenched the 
flames, they found the five children 
lying side by side in a bed on the floor, 
all dead, but not badly burned. The

The Coroner's autopsy held this after- 
noon developed convincing evidence: of 
an awful crime. The skull of each 
child was deeply indented, and from 
the indents long fractures extended. All 
but one of the children had been 
stabbed in the neck. The throat of the 
little three-year-old, a pretty boy, had 
been slashed so deep that ¢he spinal 
column had been severed. It was upon 
these facts and the strange behavior 
of the father that the authorities base 
their charge of murder. 

When Moore was called hefore the 
Coroner’s jury to testify he pretended 
to believe that an exploding lamp had 
caused the fire and that his children 
had met death in the flames.’ He 
testified that he was awakened from a 
deep .sleep by the smoke and that he 
found the house afire all over. It. was 
fifteen..minutes, he said, before he re- 
covered his senses, and then he did 
not try to save his children, as he 
knew that they must be dead. 

His riding away from the fire, he ex- 
plained by stating that his wife was 
away from home_ attending a sick 
friend and that he went to tell her of 
their loss. Moore showed little concérn 


when the jury returned the verdict | 


charging him with murder. Moore 
seems to be sane, and outside of his 
actions during the fire there has been 
nothing to bear out the insanity theory.

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TWO BODIES FOUND. 


CHARRED REMAINS OF VICTIMS 
-OF THE HOTEL FIRE. 

Work on the Ruins Continues and 
-—s« Many More of the Dead May

TWELVE THE TOTAL NUMBER. 


VALUABLE JEWELRY AND OTHER 
ARTICLES DISCOVERED. 


Ten Thousand Dollar Diamond and 
Opal Necklace Supposed to 
Have Belonged to Mrs, 

James R. Stokes. ; 


(ASSBCYATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 
JINEW YORK, March 21.—A large 
force of men worked fh the ruins of the 
At midnight 
300 laborers, who had been digging in 
the ruins, were relieved by another 
gang of 300. No other body has been 
found since 9 o’clock in the morning, 
when the workmen came across the 
remains of two charred bodies. 

- The men worked all day on three 
sides of the old hotel, Fifth avenue, 
Forty-sixth and Forty-seventh streets. 

From the three sides on which the 
workmen are engaged, the ruins had at 
midnight been gone over for about 
twenty-five feet from the building line. 
The first body taken out today was 
from the Forty-sixth-street side; the 
second from the Fifth-avenue _ side, 
close by what had been the main en- 
trance. They were merely fragments 
of bodies.. Neither has feet nor arms. 
These fragments were taken to the 
morgue, where they were ticketed as 
bodies “1” and “2,” and placed in thes 
section especially set aside for the fire 
victims. These two bring the total 
number of bodies so far recovered up to 
twelve. Besides these there are at 
least six persons who-rwere seen to 
jump from the roof and windows while 
the hotel savas burning, and of whose 
‘bodies no trace has yet been come 
upon. 

From time to 


time today articles of 
more or less value were found and/ 
turned over to the police. They in- 
cluded jewelry, watches, clocks, canes, 
clothing, field and opera glasses, silver- 
ware, etc. A necklace was found on 
the Forty-sixth-street. side, near where, 
th@ baths were. It was set with dia- 
monds and opals, and is estimated to 
be worth about $10,000. According to 
the lists of missing property prepared 
by the police it belongs to Mrs. James 
“R. Stokes, who is missing. 

Several of the persons hitherto re- 
ported as missing were found to 
safe today. The present list of missing 
This, however, 
takes into account but few of the 200 
servants of the house. At midnight 
the contractors thought that many bod- 
jes would be come upon tomorrow, by 
which time a sufficient space will have 
been cleared away to allow a larger 
number of men to work to advantage.

GRUESOME DISCOVERIES. 

[ASSOCIATED FRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
NEW YORK, March 20.—Search of 
the ruins of the Windsor Hotel was 
begun today by a large force of labor- 
ers. The fire is still smouldering, de- 
spite a steady pour of streams from two 
fire engines throughout the night. The 
big office safe was dug out, apparently 
intact. Numerous small articles, such 


by the shovel the jewelry and other 


as jewelry, purses, bundles of papers, 
photographs and wearing apparel which 
had belonged to occupants of the hotel 
were also gathered up. 

At 9 o’clock the charred leg bone of 
a human being was found near the en- 
trance, burned beyond any identifica- 
tion. The workmen with picks and 
spades were called off, and others put 
to work who were to use their hands 
only. It was felt that bodies, if any 
were ancovered, avould be so badly 
burned that identification would be al- 
most impossible except by means of 
some personal belongings. The first 
body found was discovered a little later 
by the workmen on the Forty-sixth- 
street side of the ruins, ten feet from 
the sidewalk. The first seen of it was 
the skeleton of the breast, including the 
ribs. and breast bone. Close by a foot 
with nearly all the flesh on it was 
found. It appeared to have been sev- 
ered from the leg by the-falling of 
some heavy piece of débris. 

The four injured persons from the fire 
who are at the Bellevue Hospital were 
reported this morning to be improving. 
They are: 

Mrs. Alice W. Price, aged 35, Macon, | 
Ga., sprained back, fractured ankle. 

Mrs. C. Simmons, aged 52, Frederick, 
Md., burns and shock. 

Kate Roach, domestic, 
broken leg. 

Nellte ‘Thomas, aged 37, assistant 
housekeeper, shock and burns. 

All the injured at the New York Hos- 
pital are reported improving. They 
are: 

William B. Love, hotel clerk, burns 
on face and hands,

A -second body was found in the 
débris where the office had been. Like 
the first, it was burned beyond recogni- 
tion. The bodies were examined at 
Bellevue morgue. 

‘Body No. 1 is that of a man. The 
trunk is nearly complete, but the legs, 
arms and head are missing. _ 

Body No. 2 is that of a young woman. 
It is in six or seven sections. A part 
of a brown kid glove with pearl but- 
tons was found in one hand. The 
jacket is of Thibet cloth, the color of 
which is unrecognizable, and the skirt 
is of a black serge. A black cloth 
button on the dress is marked: ‘‘Made 
Ww. K. Company. Extra.” In the 
pocket of the skirt was a cent, 
WORKING WITH THEIR HANDS. 

[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, March 20.—It is be- 
lieved the workmen ‘today will reach 
that part of the Windsor Hotel ruins 
where most of the bodies are supposed 
to be.

Near by, with a corps of assistant 
about him, is Dr. Blauvelt of the health 
department....Barrels of disinfectants 
are at his hahd to be sprinkled over 
the bodies when they are revealed. Dr. 
Edwin J. O’Donnell, with several aids, 
waits for the time he shall be called 
upon to care for the dead and super- 
intending their removal to the morgue, 
His details are all arranged. Each 
body, as recovered, will be borne into 
the police shed, there to be numbered, 
and then conveyed to the morgue. TO 
prevent confusion, such as followed the 
Hotel Royal fire and Park Place dis- 
aster, Dr. O’Donnell has instructed the 
police to remove no jewelry from the 
‘bodies. The’ Coroner avill take charge 
of that matter. The hotel safe has 
been found uninjured. It has not been 
opened. 

Miss Helen Gould turned her house 
into a relief bureau last evening. Four 
long tables were spread in her kitchen, 
boilers_of coffee were put on the range, 
ham sandwiches were cut in the laun- 
dry,

ments. This act of kindness was thor- 
oughly appreciated by thetired and hun-

generally supposed to be the first ex- 
-plosion. The accidental explosion from 
the,combustible materials in the build- 
ing came a little later. This theory 
would contradict the statement of Miss 
Gould’s chef that he saw flames near 
the flagstaff on west side of the build- 
ing, but everything now tends to show 
that the fire began on the east side 
of it. . 


ANOTHER HOTEL FIRE. 


Over Fifty People Were Asleep, but 
They All Escaped. 3

STILL MORE TESTIMONY ALONG 
THE SAME LINE. 


Four Witnesses Examined and They 
All Told That Same Old Story. 

~~ ‘Dr. Senn Out of the City and Ad- 
journment Taken Until This 
Evening at Six O’Clock. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

CHICAGO, March 20.—The principal 
witness on the list to appear before the 
army court of inquiry today, Dr. 
Nicholas Senn, was unable to be in 
the city, whereupon the court recéssed 
at noon until 6 o’clock tomorow even- 
ing, When Dr. Senn will be heard. Dur- 
ing its short session today the court 
received ¢he evidence of four witnesses. 
who had been called upon request of 
Maj. Lee, the representative of Gen. 
Miles. According to their testimony, 
the canned beef avas always unpalatable 
and distasteful and in their judgment 
it was a contributory cause of sickness 
among the soldiers and «unfit for an 
army ration. Critical reference to the 
refrigerated beef was also made by the 
witnesses. 

It seems probable that the court will 
be able to terminate its Chicago work 
in time to leave Wednesday evening for 
New York. 

DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

CHICAGO, March 20.—The_ govern- 
-ment court of inquiry returned. from 
Fort Leavenworth today and resumed 
the examination of witnesses in the 
matter of canned and refrigerated beef. 
It is probable that the court will re- 
main in session in Chicago two or three 
days. The greater portion of the wit- 
nesses summoned are those suggested 
by Maj. Lee, the represéntative of 
Maj.-Gen. Miles before the court. His 
list includes seven names, among them 


that of Dr. Nicholas Senn. In addition, }’ 


Lieut.-Col. Davis, judge-advocate of the 
court, has a list of several persons 
whom he purposes calling to testify be- 
fore the court takes its final departure 
from Chicago. 

The first witness examined was Col. 
J. D. J. Foster of the Fifth Illinofs In- 
fantry. He testified that at Ponce he 
drew refrigerator beef once. When the 
meat reached camp it was pronounced 
bad, and a board of inquiry condemned 
it, and it was buried. He did not try 
it again. The regiment was about six 
miles from the port. 

Capt. Edward J. Demick of the First 
Illinoié, testified that some of the 
canned roast beef he saw was spoiled, 
and was thrown overboard on the voy- 
age to Cuba. | 

After the surrender of Santiago re- 
frigerator beef was issued and the regi- 
ment was about three miles from port. 
One lot was buried as soon as unloaded 
on this and on one or two other oc- 
casions. He thought the condition of 
the meat was due to failure to receive 
it promptly. 

About 25 per cent. received had to be 
buried, and about 25 per cent. of the 
‘rest had to be cut off and thrown away. 
Some of the men thought they discov- 
ered a peculiar odor, but there was no 
suspicion that the meat had been chem- 
ically treated. On the voyage home 
canned roast beef was issued, but the 
men would not touch it.

MAINE DISASTER KEYBOARD. 


Story That it Has Reen Found by an 


Engineer Officer. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CINCINNATI (0O.,) March 20.—A lo- 
cal paper prints a story that the loca- 
tion of the keyboard by which the 
Maine was blown up in Havana Har- 
bor has been found by an American 
engineer officer. | 

The story is that Capt. Huston, a 
volunteer engineer who entered the 
service from Cincinnati, and to whom 
had been assigned the duty of cleaning 
out ‘the fortificatioris of Havana, had 
discovered in the gunroom of the Cuar- 
tel de Foerste a wooden bex or hut in 
which he found a gutta-percha tube 
containing one large copper wire and 
several smaller wires. He also found 
evidences of a keyboard having been 
torn away. Capt. Huston had con- 
fided his discovery to Warren J. 
Lynch, newly-appointed general pas- 
senger agent of the Big Four, who was 
visiting Havana, and said he was about 
to trace the wires to prove his theory 
that the Maine was exploded from that 
point. The wreck of the vessel can be 
seen from this gun room, not more than 
100 yards distant. The room itself was 
in a part of the prison to which access 
was only allowed by a few officers, : 

LOT OF GUESS WORK. 

HAVANA, March 20.—Capt..T.—L. 
Huston of the Volunteer Engineers was 
questioned today by a correspondent of 
the Assaociated Press on the subject 
of the story printed by a local news- 
paper at Cincinnati, saving that the lo- 
cation of the keyboard by which the 
United States battleship Maine was 
blown up in Havana Harber on Feb- 
ruary 15, 1898, had been found by him 
in a gunroom of the Foerste prison, 
while engaged in cleaning out the for- 
tifications. 

The captain said the use of his name 
in this connection was not authorized. 
He showed the correspondent a cable 
with several wires running into the 
harbor from Foerste prison, opposite 
the Cabanas Fortress. One wire was 
eonneeted with a disused telegraph in- 
strument in a neighboring government 
building. Though the cable has not 
been investigated by the United States 
engineers the supposition is that it 
runs to Cabanas. across the harbor, 
and has been used for telegraphing. 

There is @ remote chance that the 
wires in the cable were connected with 
mines or torpedoes, but there is no in- 
dication that it had anything to do 
with the blowing up of the Maine. The 
end of the cable sticking out of the 
Foerste prifon has been seen by tour- 
ists for weeks past. Many soldiers 
have also seen the cable, and many 
have expressed the belief that it was 
used to blow up the Maine.

GOVERNMENT’S RELIEF FOR DES- 
TITUTE MISSION INDIANS. 


They Will Be Employed in Improv- 
ing Several irrigation Systems. 
Wards Now Sheep Shearins. 


--— 


L. A. Wright, chief agent of the Mis- 
sion Indians of Southern California 
from Tulare’ county south, who ar- 
rived at the Nadeau Hotel yesterday, 
from San Jacinto, is in receipt of in- 
structiona from the government at 
Washington looking to the relief of ‘his 
wards, who have been almost desti- 
tute on account of the drought. Mr. 
Wright reported to the government 
some time ago that the Indians were 
in need of food and clothing, and that 
their small crops were not likely to 
help them out this dry year. He Was 
told that reports from time to time 
reaching the department suggested 
that the Indians were self-supporting 
and that there was no provision (or 
their help in the way of rations. This 
placed Mr. Wright at his wits’ end. 
Since the statement in The Times of 
| the Indians’ condition, which was re- 
printed throughaut the country, iMr. 
Wright says, the department has hit 
upon a plan. 

“We will develop water_on the reser- 
vations,” he said. ‘The Indians will 
be set at work with their teams and 
scrapers. They. will not be paid fn 


ever they need. Thus they will be 
given a chance to earn their living, 
which is the government’s plan in deal- 
ing with them. 

“The recent rain has revived their 
crop prospects somewhat. At present 
the Indians are organizing in bands, 
as they do each year. Each band has 
a foreman, and they go about the 
country shearing sheep, shifting their 
camps from flock to flock. They are 
paid 6 cents a head, I think, for shear- 
ing. They are not required to get per- 
mission to leave the reservation, but 
generally say where they are going and 
when they will come back. 

“They will be absent about two 
months at sheep shearing. As soon as 
the come back they will be set at 
work developing water. Near San Ja- 
“cinto they will clean out and enlarge 


Jacinto River, ‘the swampy source of 
our water there. At Ojo Caliente they 
will: be set at work on a water system 
for the Indian school. 

“T have just ‘been visitig ‘the several 
reservations south of Banner and San 
Diego. I found things about as re- 
ported. The Cahuilla Indians are no 
worse off than the others. Sheep shear- 
ing will carry these Indians through 
very nicely. 

“From time to time Indians bring 
in bits of gold from the reservations. 
These prospects can’t be developed by 
outsiders without a lease. As yet the 
government has made no plans for 
- putting the Indians at work mining”

cretary Hopper, who is now in 
San Francisco, bases his opinion on the 
fact that F. D. Black has for several 
weeks been making books on foreign 
races in Agricultural Park. 

Prior to March 1 F. D. Black con- 
ducted a poolroom where books were 
made on the New Orleans, Oakland 
and Ingleside races at No. 143 South 
Broadway. On that-day Black was ar- 
rested for violation of the city ordi- 
nance with respect to poolrooms, as was 
also Fitzgerald of Fitzgerald & Co., 
who conducted a rival poolroom at No. 
212 South Spring street. Black imme- 
diately closed shop at No. 143 South 
Broadway, and removed to his 
premises at University, just outside 
Agricultural Park, and outside the 
city limits, which has been his refuge 
whenever the police have been stirred 
to a sense of dufy in regard to the 
suppression of poolrooms. Fitzgerald 
also closed shop immediately after ar- 
rest, but having no convenient haven 
of refuge, he has continued out of 
business ever since. Black pleaded 
guilty to violation of the poolroom or- 
dinance in the Police Court several 
days ago, and paid $50 fine. Fitzgerald

The suppression of the poolrooms in 
the city has not been a bad thing for 
Black & Co., but it has gotten the 
race-track people into trouble. Black’s 
premises at University are splendidly 
fitted for the pool business, and he 
was there able to resume business 
where the city authorities could not 
molest him. . His old customers, as well 
as those of Fitzgerald & Co9,, who had 
no other place to gamble, naturally 
followed. him to University, where 
books on the races were made daily. 
With an eye to still greater business, 
Black entered into negotiations with 
John C. Lynch, president of the Agri- 
cultural Park Association, and Tom 
Williams, lessee of the track, for use 
of the premises for the remainder of 
the term of Williams’s lease, which 
expires May 1. Lynch saw Williams 
and wired Black on March 4 that he 


association $356 per month for the re- 
mainder of the term which Williams 
heretofore been paying. Black 
immediately took possession of Agri- 
cultural Park and began selling pools 
on the inside, the place being largely 
patronized by the sporting element. 
Black’s move from his own premises 
outside the park enclosure to the in- 
side has caused all the trouble. 
Tom Williams, the original lessee of 
the track, leased it for a term of three 
years for the Pacific Jockey Club, the 
object at the time .being to form a 
California. circuit for races to be con- 
ducted under the rules of the American 
Turf. Congress. The lease was taken 
at a time when there was prospective 
legislation. for the restriction of long 
race meetings, such as are conducted 
at the Oakland and Ingleside ‘tracks. 
The restriction was to be circumvented 
by holding meetings. at various places 
in the State. ‘alternately, hence the 
lease of the Los Angeles track. But 
the restrictive legislation’ did not ma- 
terialize, so Williams has paid %4000 a 
year rental for the local track without 
ever making any use of it. For a vear 
or more Black has paid Williams $50 a 
month for use of the grounds for cours- 
ing privileges, and Black’s offer to 
assume William’s lease for the re- 
mainder of his term, from March 1 
to May 1. was accordingly accepted. 
Mr. Black is stockholder {in 
the Agricultural Park Association, but 
neither he nor any other member of 
the association belongs to the Ameri- 
can Turf Congress. Mr. Williams, how- 
ever, does, and it is upon him, theree 
fore, if upon anyone, that the blame 
must fall for making the local race 
course an outlaw track. When Mr. 
Black's attention was called to the 
question yesterday, he_ stated that 
he considered that Mr. Williams was 
released from all responsibility when 
he (Black) assumed Williams’s lease for 
the remainder of the term. ‘“‘However, 
if I am endangering Mr. Williams's !n- 
terests by doing business inside the 
park,” continued Black. “he has only 
to intimate as much to me by wire, 
and I will move back to my own prem- 


ises immediately. Williams has al- 
ways done the square thing with 
me and I do not wish to 
do anything to cause trou- 
ble for him or get the 
local race track into disrepute.

Horace Titus, a young man ‘charaed 
with riding his bicycle on the sidewalk 
on Figueroa street, was fined $1. He 
explained that a smal portion of Figue- 
roa street is impassable, and that 
teams and bicycles are forced to go on 
the sidewalk for a short distance. He 
said he rode on the sidewalk a little 
further than was absolutely necessary, 
in order to come to a place where he 
could regain the street without alight- 
ing from his wheel.

RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 


Another Irrigation District Appears 
to Be Declared Nall. 

RIVERSIDE. March .20.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.]. A suit has been commenced in 
‘the Superior Court to” have the San Jacinto 
and Pleasant Valley Irrigation District de- 
eclared illegal, and its bonds void. The suit is 
brought by the Attorney-General of the 
State in the name of Edward Bouton. The 
complaint _alleges that the district was 
illegally: formed, in that fifty land-owners 
did not petition for it, neither did the Su- 
pervisors properly pass upon it. The district 
has issued $35,000 worth of bonds, $210,000 of 
which have been seld. 

This is the third irrigation district in the 
county to make a move in this direction, and 
should it be a success it will nearly wipe 
the irrigation districts off the face of the 
county, leaving only the East Riverside dis- 
trict, which has itself been in more or less 
litigation during its history. The Perris and 
Alessandro districts have met with such 
suceess in their moves toward disbandment 
that the porperty-owners in the Pleasant 
Valley district have been encouraged to 
make this move. This district, however, has 
been the victim of mismanagement in its 
early days, rather than of fraud. which it 
is believed has never been charged against 
the district. It occupies a long stretch of 
country touching close to San Jacinto and 
Hemit. and including a number of settle- 
ments along the San Jacinto branch of t 
Genta Fé road.

| THE NEW LIQUOR ORDINANCE. 

By unanimous vote the Council 
yesterday adopted two new ordinances 
regulating the liquor traffic in Los An- 
geles. The new ordinances make sev- 
eral important changes in the law gov- 
erning the sale of liquor. The maxi- 
mum number of saloons allowed with- 
| itt the-eorporate limits of the city is 
restricted to 200, which is undoubtedly 
a good feature of the new law. A sa- 
loon district is established, which will 
serve to keep saloons out of the resi- 
The time 
for the closing of saloons at night is 
extended one hour—from midnight to 
a. the Sunday-closing fea- 
ture of the old law is retained, except 
as to this extra hour. Restaurants 
are permitted to serve wines and 
liquors in “original packages” with 
meals, on payment of a license fee of 
$18 per month, in ‘addition to the 
regular restaurant license. The rate 
for wholesale liquor licenses is fixed

WHAT BOSSISM HAS BROUGHT THE 
PARTY TO. 


The struggle for the Senatership | 
which came to a deplorable finish at 
Sacramento last Saturday is a strik- 
ing object lesson upon the evils of 
party bossism, even though the par- 
ticular boss in the case may be of few 
attainments, small bore and great un- 
worth, 

_ The career of Daniel M. Burns as a 
Republican boss began in. the year 
1890. At the Republican State Con- 
vention of that year this man Burns, 
through some extraordinary freak of. 
circumstances, was put in the position 
of-“‘convention manager;" not by a 
vote of the Republicans of the State, 
to be sure, nor by a vote of the dele- 
gates to the convention, but solely 
through the effrontery of the man, 
combined with the complaisance of the 
delegates composing the convention. 
Those delegates permitted Mr. Burns 
trades and combina- 
tions just as he might think best, and 
they were voted like a band of cattle 


-at the wave of the Burns hand. 


But there came near being a slip- 
ping of the cogs of the machine that 
the political genius of Burns had con- 
structed. When it came to the bal- 
lot for Governor, Burns favored the 
candidacy of H. H. Markham of Pasa- 
dena. At one point in the balloting 
W. W. Morrow of San Francisco ac- 
tually received enough votes to give 
him the nomination, but by a charac- 
teristic trick Burns. succeeded in 
changing enough votes from Morrow 
to Markham and the latter was de- 
clared the nominee of the convention. 
Through the herculean efforts of Gov. 
Stanford to secure a Legislature favor- 
able to his candidacy for the Senate of 
the United States, the Republican. 
ticket was successful in the election 


‘that followed, and Markham became 


Governor. Later he rewarded Burns 
by making him a Police Commissioner 
of the city of San Francisco, a position 
he afterward resigned in order that 
Mose Gunst might be appointed in his 
stead—but that is another, and highly 
interesting, story. | 

Four years later Dan Burns came up 


~-to-Sacramento considerably -swolen- 


with his impértance as a party boss 
because of the previous Republican 
success, and against the wishes of 
nine-tenths of the Republicans of the 
State, succeeded, through a shameful 
series of deals-and trades in the State 
convention, in making M. M. Estee 
the nominee for Governor. Moreasa 
rebuke to bossism of the Burns stripe 
than because of the gubernatorial can- 
didate’s unpopularity (which latter was 
not inconsiderable by any means, 
however,) Estee was overwhelmingly 
defeated and the State was turned over 
to “Jim Buddism”’ for four years, with 
all that the term implies. 

But what of 1898? Despite the fact 
that Burns and bossism was rebuked. 
by the Republican voters of the State 
in 1894, the Candelarian colonel again 
came.to the front at the State con- 
vention, and once more the “manage- 
ment” thereof was given into his 
hands. Although he had behind him 
but about forty of his San Francisco 


lambs, in that convention, the eighty- 


five delgates from Los Angeles county | 


gave themselves into his hands that 
he mighi do his will with them. The 


the practical slating of the entire 
State ticket. Fortunately for Mr. 
Burns, there was a greater issue at 
stake than the rebuking of a boss in 
the election of 1898—the upholding of 
the administration of President Mc- 
Kinley in the conduct of the war— 
consequently the party was successful 
at the polls, to the further swelling ot 
the Burns head. How speedy the 
transformation from the Warwick 
who was in politics “only for the fun 
of the thing” to the candidacy of the 
same “Warwick” for the United States 
Senate, is a matter of recent knowl- 
edge, and need not be further referred 
to here. Suffice it to say that Dan 
Burns, having been successful through 
devious and unholy methods in nomi- 
nating three gubernatorial candidates, 


it is hardly surprising that he should | 


have come to believe himself capable 
of almost any sort of a_ politica} 
achievement, hence his offering him- 
self to the Republicans in the Legis- 
lature for the highest office in their 
gift. But here is where the boss found 
his Waterloo, and the consumma- 
tion of his defeat is to the credit of 
the party which he has been permitted 
to dominate, to its undoing and to its 
disgrace. 

The meaning of the overthrow of 
the San Francisco boss and trickster 
is that the Republican party is big 


good 


enough; wise ‘enough 
enough to run itself; it needs no 
bosses, managers, manipulators, or 
Sleight-of-hand workers; it needs no 
machinery other than the organization. 
of its patriotic members for the con- 
duct of campaigns; and the outcome of 
the bitter contest at Sacramento is 
abundant evidence that it proposes to 
run itself, and to cut loose from the 
gang of touts, heelers and canaille 
that have hung upon its neck to its 
discomfiture and chagrin. 

The turning down'‘of Burns is. but 
one step in the purification and re- 
generation of the Republican party of 
California, if it is to hope to succeed 
in 1900, and thereafter. The barna- 
cles—the McLaughlins, the Parkers, 
the Osbornes, the Lindleys and the 
Arnolds—must be scraped from the 
hull of the G. O. P. ship if it is to sai) 
the pathway of victory, and it is to 
that end that every good Republican 
must now take a hand, or the enemy 
will do the rest!

MAIL DELIVERY. 
_ A few days ago comment was made 
in these columns upon the fact that 
the Postoftice Department is about 
to establish a free delivery system. 
in the Montecito Valley of Santa 
Barbara county. While indorsing 
this as a good move, THE TIMES 
Suggested that it would be <a 
thing for the Postofice De- 
partment to try to do something for 
those residents of Los Angeles city | 


who have no mail delivery, there be- 


ing a large section within the city 
limits, containing about 4000 inhabi- 
tants, where letters are not delivered 
at all. This paragraph was written 
in a good-natured way, and without 
any intention of reflecting upon the 
activity and enterprise of the local 
postal authorities, but simply to call 
attention to a case of decided hard- 
ship, which affects sevtral thousand 
residents of Los Angeles. .M. H. Flint, 
the local postoffice inspector, appears, 
however, to regard this comment as 
a reflection upon the Postoffice Depart- 
ment, and writes THe TIMES in regard 
to the same.°~ Mr. Flint says that the 
system which it is proposed to intro- 
duce 'in Santa Barbara county is not 
the same as that which prevails in the 
larger cities of the country, but is a 
rural free delivery, intended for the 
convenience of farmers, and where only | 
one delivery is made each day, the car- 
rier receiving very small wages—less 
than one-half the salary paid to car- 
riers in cities throughout the Union. 
This is all very well, but why could 
hot some sort of “rural delivery” be 
established inside the city, until we 
get the real thing, so that people liv- 
ing within two miles of the postoffice 
would not have to go down town for 
their mail? There are plenty,of men 
just now who are willing to work for 
small wages, and the residents in the 
section referred to would, undoubtedly, 
be willing to pay part of the expense. 
_Mr. Flint says, further, that the 
Postoffice Department has been very 
liberal in its treatment Of this city, 
and that many additional letter car- 
riers have been secured by him for 
Los Angeles. This is doubtless true, 
but while some sections of the city 
are enjoying free delivery two, three

its might be able to have his mail de-

| Washington, however, that Los Ange- 
is ‘“‘on the list’ for July, and will 
| be allowed several additional carriers. 
It is hoped that when this allowance

daily delivery, before the existing 
routes are added to.

at $20 per month, and that for retail 
licenses at $50’per month. Power is 
given to the Police Board to establish 
and enforce rules regarding side en- 
trances, character of meals in restau- 
rants, the use of screens, etc. The Po- 
lice Board is required to revoke any 
license held by a person convicted of 
violating the law, immediately upon 
the conviction of such person, and the 
City Clerk is not permitted to issue a 
new license except upon a_ permit 
granted by the board. The penalty 
for violation of the ordinance is fixed 
at $200 fine or ninety days’ imprison- 
ment, or both. | 

Though severe in some_ respects, 
these new ordinances appear to be, in 
the main, an improvement over the ex- 
isting law. They will probably in- 
crease the city’s revenue by a consider- 
able sum. The limitation of the num- 
ber of saloons to 200, and the estab- 
lishment of a saloon district, or zone, 
will serve to rid the outlying sections 
of the city of a nuisance, which has 
heretofore been a source of complaint 
from property-owners and citizens gen- 
erally. The extension of the hour 
‘for closing from midnight to 1 a. m. 
is in the nature of a_ concession, 
though a very slight one, to the de- 
mands of the saloon keepers. The 
restaurant license imposed is not. pro- 
hibitory, and the. restrictive powers 
given to the Police Board will enable 
that body to abate most or all of the 
evils growing out of the maintenance 
ofa side door by many disreputable 

Altogether, the ‘new law appears to 
be, if not all that could be désired, a 
Step in the right direction. It in- 
creases the severity of the restrictions 
upon the liquor traffic in most respects, 
and if strictly enforced, will; without 
much doubt, create a marked improve- 
ment over conditions as they have 
heretofore. existed. When the new 
ordinance becomes the law let it be 
enforced to the letter. That the peo- 
ple have a right to demand. 


AN AWFUL CALAMITY. 

A tax on the subtle faculties—a, play 
of the imagination—is necessary to 
realize the full significance of the 
awful calamity precipitated by the 
burning of the Windsor Hotel, New 
York. The event must remain in the 
memory of many people as a horrible 
phantom.

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THE BURBANK. The_ good ship 
“Pinafore” has been launched for an- 
other voyage upon the sea of perennial 
popularity. In gayest trim, and with 
colors flying, she sailed into the ken of 
a large audience at the Burbank last 
Sunday night, and, from the’ warmth 
of the reception given the staunch lit- 
tle craft and her tuneful crew, she 
ought to come into port at the end of 
the week safe and sound, and with @ 
goodly cargo. 

This first of the Gilbert and Sullivan 
operas. marked an epoch in operatic 
history. It was a daring departure 
from all traditions, the connecting link 
between the standard opera of the 
French and Italian schools, and opera 
bouffe. From it has sprung the English 
opera of today, ringing with music 
and merriment, and woven with lines 
that crackle with wit. The success of 
‘Pinafore’ was instantaneous, and the 
“Pinafore craze’ became an epidemic 
that swept like wildfire through every 
land tenanted by the Anglo-Saxon ace, 
Its haunting patter songs clung to their 
hearers with the maddening persistency 
of “Punch, brothers, punch with care.” 
and its bits of lovely melody were sung, 
whistled, played, and in most cases 
cheerfully murdered, by the entire pop- 
ulation of every city on the American 
continent. Everybody went to _ hear 
‘‘Pinafore;” everybody hummed it aft- 
erward in the street, and around the 
house, and quoted its jokes. The 
“hardly ever” gag was a never-fading 
joy, and no sound of any description 
‘could: strike the Pinafore-sharpened 
ear that was not ‘‘the cat.” 

In its revival at the Burbank the 
pretty little opera bids fair to have 
another successful run, even though it 
be of only one week’s duration. This 
theater, under the present management, 
has made a record for unusually good 
staging, and ‘Pinafore’ fs beautifully 
put on. Every detail of the spick-and- 
span deek is carefully carried out, and 
Capt. Corcoran paces a very realistic- 
looking vridge high in air. In the sec- 
ond act, which is a night scene, the 
moon gises majestically and soars 
slowly into the heavens, and far in the 
distance is an illuminated city, guarded 
by a lighthouse with a brilliant revolv- 
ing light, which casts a fitful gleam 
over the waters between it and the 
ship. The crew, 
“Pinafore” crew of jolly Jack Tars, the 
dear little midshipmite dances a horn- 
pipe as daintily as an elf, and surly 
Dick Deadeye lops around in the old 
triangular way. 

As Sir Joseph Porter, K.C.B., Mr. 
especially artistic 
work. His make-up as the fussy, fini- 
cal old gentleman is perfect, and his 
whole conception of the part is clever 
to.a degree. Even his voice is given 
just the staccato little quaver that be- 
longs by right to the “Ruler of the 
Queen’s Navee,” and the song of that 
name was worth a dozen encores.

Gilbert’s lines seldom need im- 
provement, and the fun of the part is 
too spontaneous to take kindly to 
forced effects.

UNIVERSITY EXTENSION. 


Prof. Rolfe’s Instructive Lecture on 
Carlyle Yesterday Afternoon. 

Prof. Henry W. Rolfe, M. A., deliv- 
ered another of his highly interesting 
and instructive lectures yesterday 
afternoon at 3:15 o’clock, at the rooms 
of the Friday Morning Club, No. 330% 
South Broadway, his subject being 
“Carlyle.” It was a continuation of 
the course of similar lectures given by 
Prof. Rolfe under the auspices of the 
Southern California Educational Ex- 
tension Association, and it merited a 
larger attendance than the small num- 
ber of persons who heard it. 

The speaker began with Carlyle’s 
humble parentage and the rather bar- 
ren environment of his earlier -life. 
Neither his father, who was a stone 
mason, nor his mother, nor the little 
Scotch village which was their home, 
offered any advantages in the way of 
learning; but at this time Carlyle 
showed that he was a man of powerful 
intelligence and a master mind. “He 
was built like his father’s ‘stone 
houses,” the speaker said; ‘‘and what 
he has done will stand as the houses 
stand—almost indestructible.” 

Then Prof. Rolfe contihued with the 
difficulties which Carlyle experienced 
and which he was forced to combat 
to secure a preparatory education. His 
mother taught him writing, and his 
father such rudiments of arithmetic 
as he knew, and then came to the 
humble and_ unpretentious village 
school, which was none of the best in 
those days. 

He was thrown among rough com- 
panions at this time and they tried to 
domineer over him, Although he re- 
strained himself, he finally turned and 
demonstrated the fact that he was a 
fighter—a trait which was develdped 
in his immortal later works. 

After this period Carlyle went to 
Edinburgh to complete his scholastic 
education, and there he entered into the 
frugal Scottish student life, which’ 
characterized the time—a life which 
avas maintained only by the barest 
necessities, but which produced’ many 
great scholars. The five years he spent 
there taught him how to use books; 
he did much thinking and spent a great 
deal of time in reflection, with one re- 
sult—he began to question the feasi- 
bility of becoming a clergyman, which 
was his parents’ choice of a profession 
for him, and so became a teacher. 

About this time, at the age of 22, 
he met his first love—Margaret Gordon, 
girl, to whom. 
he became~ greatly attached. They 
were peculiarly suited to each other, 
but some of her friends thought it ad- 
visable to break their engagement, and 
the disappointment embittered and cast 
a shadow over the whole of his after 
life. After this he remained in Edin- 
burgh for many months in mental and 
physical anguish. He suffered from a 
painful bodily affliction, and his im- 
patient nature so chafed 4t the seeming 
inactivity the life he was living that 
he was driven near to the verge of 
madness or suicide. But he suddenly 
threw all doubt aside, saw what his 
work was to be and that he must ever 
be aggressive. 

“Sartor Resartus’’.was his first im- 
portant work, coming after a few ten- 
tative magazine articles, and it was 
practically the keynote of most of his 
subsequent books. Its work will never 
end and it will ever remain a fine 
moral tonic. Prof, Rolfe reviewed 
the book exhaustively, and read sev- 
eral excerpts from it to demonstrate 
the diversity and strength of its au- 
thor’s abilities. 

At the close of the address there was 
a fifteen-minute discussion of the dif- 
ferent points upon which ¢he lecturer 
‘touched, and of what the chief value 
of Carlyle is to the general reader. 

Hereafter the afternoon lectures will 
be delivered at 3:15 o’clock instead of 
3 o'clock, to accommodate pupils and 
school teachers.

LIBRARY TROUBLES. 


RESIGINATION OF LIBRARIAN MRS. 
WADLEIGH REQUESTED. 


Old Board of Library Trustees Seeks 
to Discipline Her Before Re- 
tiring Next Saturday—Her Suc- 
cussor Chosen Informally. 

The trustees of the public library, 
have requested the resignation of Mrs, 
Wadleigh, the librarian, giving as their 
reason for the action the statement 
that she has not been faithful to the 
board. It is understood that they have — 
gone still further and have chosen as 
her successor Charles D. Willard, edi- 
tor of the Express, who is presumably 
about to retire from that publication. 

The request for the resignation was 
of Mrs. Wadieigh at 3 p.m. yesterday, 
and was asked for by noon today, when 
the board is to meet and appoint Mr, 
Willard. 

Mrs. Wadleigh was seen last even- 
ing, and she said: “Don’t you think 
for a minute that I have any intention 
of resigning the position. The old 


board of trustees will go out of—office 


next Saturday, and if the new board, 
which will then come into office, 
wishes my resignation, it can have it.” 

The position of librarian is provided 
for in the city charter, the library trus- 
tees being given power to appoint for 
a number of positions including that 
one, the words used in the charter be- 
ing, “power to appoint and for good 
cause to remove them.’’ Mrs. Wad- 
leigh has served as librarian since June 
16, 1897, and it is evidently her inten- . 
tion to have the present board show 
cause for removal, or have the matter 
go over for the new board to decide. 

The grievance which the board has 
against the librarian is said to date 
back to last November, when it wag 
reported to be the intention of the 
board to do away with the civil-service 
rules. Members of the board took the 
librarian to task for not then vigor- 
ously denying the report. She de- 
fended herself by saying that she had 
no knowledge of the intention of the 
board in the matter, nothing having 
been said ‘to her regarding it. 

Then came the trouble over the re~ 
port that one of the young women in 
the library had had undue advantages 
in the recent examination, followed by 
a farcical “investigation” by the board, 
when the justice of the case was buried 
by the board through a process of in- 
timidation of the young women of the 
library called as witnesses. : 

The members of the board were .fur- 
ther incensed by the fact or supposi- 
tion that Mrs. Wadleigh was in sym- 
pathy with the young women who 
made the charges, and members of the 
board seen last night did not hesitate 
to say, on the pledge that their names 
would not be used, that 'they were tak- 
ing this action against Mrs. Wadleigh 
for the purpose of disciplining her for 
her fancied participation in the recent 
charges against Miss Long. | 

Mrs. Wadleigh, on the other hand, 
strenuously denies that she was in any 
way a participant in the making of 
charges, or that she has in any way 
been derelict in her duty to the board. 

A meeting of the young women of the 
library was held. last evening, and it 
is said that it was participated in by 
all but Miss Long, recently tried by 
the board, and a young woman who 
was recently reprimanded for holding 
out books for her personal friends, in 
which it was decided unanimously to 
uphold Mrs. Wadleigh in the manner in 
which she has conducted the library 
and the uniform courtesy shown by her 
to all of them without any of the fa- 
voritism with which some membefs of 


the board have charged her. 


The session of the board to be held 
at noon today promises to be decidedly 
interesting.

LIQUOR REGULATIONS. 


ROW THE COUNCIL SETTLED THE, 
LICENSE QUESTION. 


Two New Ordinances Which Greatly 
Change Existing Lawe—Police | 
Signal System Ordered — Park 
Protective District Ordered 
Changed — No New Smallpox 
Cases. 


| Without a dissenting vote the City 
Council yesterday settled the much- 
talked-of liquor ordinance question In 
such a manner that all doubt is re- 
moved as to what the law provides. 
Anticipating some kind of a report 
on the license question, a large crowd 
assembled in the lobby. Among those 
present were a dozen or more preach- 
ers, as many saloon-keepers, a number 
of ladies, a large representation of the 
restaurant interests of the city, and the 
usual scores of mere lookers-on. 
President Silver gave an opportunity 
for a public hearing, but no one seemed 
desirous of making a speech, and the 
Council proceeded to settle the matter 
in the manner that had been agreed— 
upon. 
Preesident Silver asked if any one 
present desired to address the Council | 
on the license question, but no one re- 
sponded. The following report of the 
Finance Committee was then presented | 
by Chairman Toll:

The. reason advanced 
for the request was that the company 
had found it impossible to secure the

EXPENSIVE WATER MEASURE- 
MENTS. 
Among the requisitions the adoption 
of which were recommended. by the 
Supply Committee were a number for 
payment of services of the persons who 
are engaged in taking measurements 
of water in the district from which the 
city derives its water supply. Council- 
man Pessell asked how many such per- 
sons were employed, saying that hardly 
a meeting passed but that some requi- 
sitions or demands were presented for 
that sérvice. This led to a prolonged- 
discussion of the subject, in which 
several of the members participated.

Week—New District Provided. 
There were no special orders of busi- 
ness for the opening of the afternoon 
session of the Council, and the City 
Engineer’s report was the first matter 
presented.

Mayor Eaton Will Approve the New 
liquor License Ordinance. 
Alth6ugh the action of the City Coun- 
cil yesterday with reference to liquor 
licenses was not exactly what Mayor 
Eaton wished, he has signified his in- 
tention of approving the two ordinances 
adopted by that body. In the prepara- 
tion of the measures the Finance Com- 
mittee had frequently consulted the 
Mayor and had obtained his views on 
the various provisions, which were 
finally incorporated in the ordinances. 
A number of other regulations had been 
proposed to the committee, but they 
were not favorably considered. Asked 
yesterday what he thought of the ordi- 
nances, Mayor Eaton said he believed 
their enforcement would bring about a 
better condition than had existed un- 
der the present laws, but he still ad- 
hered to his opinion that it would be 
better to provide a stated license for all 
places at which liquor is sold and also 
make provision for higher license for 
all-night and Sunday saloons. He ex- 
pressed no opposition to the action of 
the Council, and said he would approve 
the ordinances. The two measures 
were delivered at his office late yester- 
day afternoon, but he did not receive 
them, having left the City Hall a short 
time before. He will examine them 
today and may sign them at once. The 
ordinances do not take effect until 
April 1, the City Clerk having been 
instructed to so arrange for their pub- 
lication as to make them effective on 

that date. 

The saloon men are well satisfied with 
the measure. Rol King, secretary of 
the Liquor Dealers’ Association, said 
last night that the Association. would 
render the Police Commission every 
assistance to secure a rigid enforce- 
ment of the new laws.

THE CORONEL WEALTH. 


DON ANTONIO'S BROTHER AGAIN 
RAISES A LEGAL ISSUE. 


Mariana W. de Coronel de Smith 
Sued on an Agreement Made to 
Settle Disputes Arising Out of 
the Will Contest. 


The bitterness engendered by the 
contest over the will of the late Don 
Antonio F. Coronel threatens again 
to assume an acute form. Yesterday 
Manuel F. Coronel, brother of the late 
Don Antonio, began suit against the 
latter’s widow, now Mrs. Mariana W. 
de Coronel de Smith, ta compel the 
enforcement of an alleged contract. 

About six vears ago Don Antonio 
died, leaving an estate valued at about 
$159,000. The widow later married Dr. 
Cc. Edgar Smith, who, as her husband, 


has been made party defendant to the |: 


present suit, After the will contest had 
ended she conveyed her property to 
her husband, but about a week ago 
began suit to compel a reconveyance of 


all the real and personal property 


conveyed in the first instance. In that 
suit Mrs. Smith averred that she had 
made the assignment in trust to her 
husband upon his representation that 
further difficulty and contention over 
the will of Don Antonio would be obvi- 
ated. The suit begun yesterday casts 
a side light upon the previous one in- 
stitat by Mrs. Smith against her 
husband. 

The plaintiff alleges that on October 
17, 1894, he entered into an agreement 
with the defendant which contafned 
three stipulations. First, that ihe 
should convey a quit claim deed of all 
his interest in the estate of the deceased 
Don Antonio F. Coronel: second, that 
he should sign a general release, and, 
third, that he should agree to a ratifi- 
cation of the probate of the will of Don 
Antonio. The consideration for his 
thus agreeing was to be a payment of 
$1§00 immediately and a promise to pay 
a further sum of $3500 on the following 
conditions: $3500 was to be deposited in 
the Farmers and Merchants’ Bank 
and a check for the amount deposited 
in escrow with Judge Ygnacio Sepul- 
veda of the City of Mexico. to be deliv- 
ered to the plaintiff after he had com- 
plied with all the provisions of the 
agreement. 

Manuel F. Coronel stipulated that 
“he would not directly or indirectly 
contest the last will and testament of 

_Antonio F. Coronel, deceased, nor seek 
-to revoke the probate of the said will 
or to impeach the said will in any way 
‘whatsoever, or procure, advise, seek to 
persuade, instigate any other person to 
‘go contest or impeach said will, nor in- 
stitute any suit or’other legal proceed- 
‘ing to recover from said second party 
any of the property owned by the said 
Antonio F. Coronel in the State of 
California atthe time of his death. _ 

“At the expiration of one year from 
‘the date of the order admitting said 
will to probate, and after the final de- 
cree of distribution, provided the party 
‘of the first part shall have faithfally 
observed all of the covenants contained 
therein on his part, said check shall be 
‘delivered to him, if living, and if dead, 
in accordance with the terms of his 
will, or failing that, his heirs. In case 
of his failure to faithfully observe each 
‘and all these covenants, said check 
shall become null and void, and shall 
be returned to the party of the second 
part by the holder in escrow, Judge 
Sepulveda.” | 
. The plaintiff contends that he faith- 
‘fully fulfilled: the terms of the con- 
tract, and on July 22, 1898, more than 
a year after the decree of final distri- 
-bution, he avers that he served -upon 
‘Judge Sepulveda a certified copy of 
the will as admitted in probate and of 
‘the final decree, and demanded a de- 
livery of the check for $3500; atthe 
same time avriting to the defendant of 


the demand made, and inquiring if she 


‘would oppose delivery. 
' Under date of October 1, 1898, Mrs. 
‘Mariana W. de Coronel de Smith, the 
defendant, wrote to Manuel Coronel’s 
‘attorney as follows: 

“Yours of the 26th ult.. received. 
Manuel F. Coronel is not entitled to the 
check to which you refer. He has no 
claim thereon, nor am I ¢o any extent 
indebted to him. On the contrary, he 
has injured me to such a degree that 
were justice done he would be com- 


notified Judge Sepulveda not to deliver 
up the check to which you refer to Mr. 
Coronel or any one representing him, 
and have demanded that the same be 
returned to me.” : 

The plaintiff proceeds to State that 
Judge Sepulveda notified him that he 
had received intimation from the pres- 
ent defendant that the covenants of 
the agreement had not been faithfully 
observed by the plaintiff, and that he 
(Judge Sepulveda) refused to make de- 
livery of the check. 

In these premises Manuel F. Coronel 
has instituted the present action and 
demands judgment for $3500, with in- 
terest and costs of suit. 


JUDGE SEAMAN’S DEATH. 


Resolutions of Respect to His Mem- 
ory Adopted. 

The committee, consisting of. R. Ad- 
cock, J. H. Krimminger, H. C. Aus- 
tin, P. E. Fuller, Walter R. Haas, E. 
Pepper and Frank James, appointed to 
draft resolutions in memory of 
late Lucien S. Seaman, Esq., reported 
yesterday in Department Four, and be.

Judge Seaman was born in Illinois 
in 1849, and graduated in law from the 
Northwestern University at Chicago 
with high honors. He served as City 


Attorney, and also @s Mayor at 
Mendota. Ill., and came to Los Apn- 
geles in 1887. In i892 he was. elected 


Police Judge and served two years. 
In 1896 he was elected City Assessor, 
retiring at the expiration of his term 
in January, 1899. For nearly a year 
his health had been failing, and he 
sought relief at Palm Springs. when 
he finally succumbed on March 11. 
Judge Seaman was married twice, the 
second wife surviving him, and a 
twelve-year-old daughter by his ffirst 


wife. He was a member of the Masons, 
Odd Fellows, Foresters and Macca- 
bees. Embodied in the _ resolutions 


were complimentary references to the 
integrity and high legal attainments of 
Judge Seaman. 


THE ANDERSON APPEAL. 


The Supreme Court Affirms the Ap- 
pointment of a Receiver. 

In the divorce suit of Henrietta An- 
derson against William H. Anderson 
the Supreme Court has affirmed the 
finding of the Superior Court of Riv- 
erside county. 

The trial court held that the conduct 
of the defendant did not amount to 
extreme cruelty, and that plaintiff was 
not entitled to a divorce; that she was 
entitled to a reasonable support out 
of the property of the defendant for 
herself and two children, and that a 
receiver be appointed to take charge 
and manage the property; that Mrs.

PASADENA. 


IMPORTANT PURCHASE BY EAST 
SIDE WATER COMPANY. 


They Will Sink Another Well on 
Their New Five-acre Tract—Maud 
Babllington Rooth Addresses Two 
Audiences—San Gabriel Valley 
Bank Buys a Planing Mill. 


PASADENA, March 20. — [Regular Corre- 


spondence] While the-city authorities have+- 
- been corralling aqueous supplies, the directors 


of the East Side Water Company have been 
active ,alid they have just closed a deal for 
a large addition to their system... They have 
purchased of Charles Copelin five acres of 
land, supposed to be water-bearing, adjoining 
on the northw est the tract where their much- 
discussed ‘‘Banbury well’ is located. The 
price paid is $2500, and the company proposes 
to sink on their new purchase another and 
larger we'l, not over 250 feet away from their 
first venture, expecting to get much more 
water than is raised by the pump now in 
operation. Their plans include a pumping 
plant which will raise seventy-five inches and 
will add, if successful, about aqne-third to 
the.r present inflow. 

It has been claimed for some time by water 
experts thut a big stream flows under the 
Copelin tract, and the East Side Company 
has had its eye on the property, but has been 
unable until recently to make terms with 
Mr. Copelin. He was unwilling to let them 
make a test. Now that the title has been se- 
cured, the company will begin boring and the 
directors are confident that they will make as 
good a find as they made on the adjacent 
tract, and, with better machinery, will lift 
out two- times as much water. 

The company’s troubles with its recently 
installed-pumping plant seem to be over. The 
directors called on the manufacturers of the 
pump to set it right. The latter sent an ex- 
pert, who convinced the directors that the 
trouble was not with the machinery, but 

with the Wav it was handled. He ran the 
pump five da:3 and nights continuously, pro- 
ducing a steady flow of thirty-one inches. 
Furthermore, per agreement, the manufactur- 
ers procured a man to run the plant for the 
company, and he is now getting a thirty-one- 
inch continuous output, which makes the 
company very happy 

Since the rains, tine big reservoir on Villa 
street has been filling up at the rate of about 
a foot a*day, an 
been closed up for the accumulation of water 
Just befcare the rainfall came, there was a 
great spurt on the part of irrigators, which 
lowered the water in the biggest reservoir at 
the rate of four feet in a week, and caused 
some alarm. The trouble was, everybody 
decided to irrigate at once. The present let- 
up will lead to the storage of a large quantity 
of water. It has been demonstrated that of 
the compiny’s total flow of 2,000,000 gallons, 
only about one-third is used for household 
purposes, the lion's share going to irrigators 
or being wasted. 

MAUD BALLINGTON BOOTH.

COLORADO MINER'S MOSEY MORE 


THAN WELCOME. 


Son Dend, Daughter Hl, Family 


Quarantined... anid Business 
Broken tp by Smatltpex, 


The thousand dollars which !s toon 
to come into the possession of W. H. 
Williams and the heirs of H. B. Treat 
through the lucky strike of a Colorado 
miner to Whom they lent the imoney 
fifteen years ago ‘will be in the nature 
of a windfall to the crediters, as they 
are at present in need of money, if 
not nearly destitute. W. H. Williams, 
Who lives with his mother at No. 1333 
De Long street, is at present under 
quarantine, his son and daughter hay- 
ing been attacked by smallpox. ‘rhe 
son died a little more than two weeks 
ago, and the daughter is at: present 
contined at the pest house. Mr. Wil- 
liams is a milkman, but when it Was 
round that his son had smallpox and 
his family was quarantined, he had to 
abandon his milk route. 

Mr. Williams's partner and nephew, 
a son of H. B.. Treat, was absent yrom 
home at the time the quarantine was 
declared. He endeavored to continue 
serving the purchasers of milk, but, 
through the presence of the dreaded 
disease in the family, lost the greater 
part of his trade.and the business nad 
to be abandoned. ey: 

J. H. Smith, W. H. Williams and H. 
B. Treat lived in Atchison, Kan., fif- 
teen years ago. Smith was a eousin 
to Williams, and Treat was -Williams’y 
brother-in-law, having married Bell 
Williams. Williams and Treat loaned 
Smith about $100 with which the fat- 
ter started on a_ prospecting trip 
through the mountains of Colorado. 
Neither Williams nor Treat ever heard 
from Smith again until they read jn 
Sunday's Times a dispatch to the ef- 
fect that Smith, who now lives at Boul- 
der, Colo., had agked the Chief of Po- 
lice of Atchison. van., to locate them, 
as he wished to pay them the money 
he had borrowed, together with 
terest. 

A few years after lending the money 
to Smith, Williams and Treat, with 
their. families; came to Los Angeles. 
Later Treat moved to Crescenta, 
Where he died, seven years ago, but 
his son, who had married a sister of 
Williams, together with Williams 
started a- milk route in Los Angeles. 
The son’s name is Albert Treat. and 
he and Mr. Williams took up their resi- 
dence at No. 1333 De Long street. Feb- 
20 George i, 


ruary Williams, a son 
of W. H. Williams, was taken sick 
with the smallpox. His sister Mattie 


accompanied him to the pesthouse as 
his nurse. Young Williams died two 
weeks ago last Thursday, and his sister 
returned to her father’s home. The 
next day she was taken ill with the 
disease whic h had caused her brother's 

death, and was taken to the pesthouse. 
She is now convalescing. will 
douptless recover. 

On account of the quarantine and the 
loss of his milk route, Williams has 
been compelled to remain unemployed 
for a month, and is at present in need. 
It is impossible fer him to communi- 
cate with his debtor in Colorado, but 
if his share of the loaned money comes

Albert Treat, is at present living itn 
Kast Los Angeles, and, like Williams, 
is said to be -in need of the money 
Which his father loaned to the Colo- 
rado miner fifteen vears ago. 

H. B. Treat's wife, Albert Treat’s 
wife and her son Roy, together with 
Williams. their brother, and his mother, 
are at present in the De Long-street 
home. . Their first intimation that they 
Were to become possessed of the money 
which was loaned so long ago came 
through the dispatch in The Times 
Sunday morning. The quarantine on. 
their home will doubtless be raised 
Within a few days. and then Mr. Wil- 
liams will communicate with his debtor 
in Colorado,
